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The Story of Three Men Who Found Gold 


7 HE reviewers kept saying it was one of the best pictures 

Hollywood had turned out in a long time. So 
finally we put aside the funny papers and went down to 
the Ben Ali to see it. 

It’s all about the time Humphrey Bogart and Vim Holt 
are down in Tampico in 1925, out of money and out of 
work, but the panhandling seems to be pretty good, though 
nothing extra, and in a flophouse they get to talking to a 
whiskery old character, Walter Huston, who seems to have 
nothing on his mind but prospecting for gold. 

The old-timer says it’s a dangerous business to go look- 
ing for gold, and, the way he talks, it’s still more dangerous 
if you find the stuff. You have to look where other people 
haven’t looked very much before, and that means there 
won’t be too much law and order in the neighborhood. So 
if you go by yourself the bandits may get you. 

You have to take along some partners, and that’s al- 
most as bad, if you happen to strike it rich. He says gold 
sort of does something to a man’s character, and when 
there’s a lot of the stuff lying around, your partner is likely 
to take a notion to bash your head in, or maybe vou bash 
his head in first. 

He says a fellow may be pretty decent at first, but when 
the sacks of gold dust begin to pile up, he’s likely to get to 
lying awake at night thinking how easy it would be for the 
other fellows to knock him off and take his share of the 
stuff, and after a while he thinks maybe he’d better knock 
them off first. At least, that was the general idea. 

Bogart and Holt think that is a lot of baloney and turn 
over and go to sleep. 

A little while later, with a bit of hard working and hard 
fighting, plus a twentieth of a winning lottery ticket, they 
get a little cash together and go over and find the old man 
and they all go in together and buy an outfit in Durango 
and light out for the hills to look for gold. 

They find a pretty nice place to dig, and it isn’t long 
before they have a few thousand dollars worth of gold dust 
washed out of the dirt. Then they get to thinking about 
how to divide it and decide that maybe it would be best to 


split it up as they go, and let every man be responsible for 
his own goods. That is all right, only it makes them very 
restless at night, and every once in a while one of them 
has to get up and see if any of his stock has disappeared. 
And every time one goes out of the tent the others have to 
get up and go out, just to make sure he hasn’t been poking 
around the place where they have their own stuff hidden. 
They get to talking pretty mean to one another. 

One day another prospector comes along and announces 
he’s going to help them dig, and all he wants is his share 
of what they dig from now on. They think it over and 
decide the best thing to do with him is to shoot him. But 
just as they are about to give him the works they see some 
bandits coming. So they all fight off the bandits, but the 
stranger gets killed. 

There are some more adventures, and then they break 
up camp and start back to civilization to cash in their dust. 
They reckon it’s worth about a hundred thousand dollars, 
altogether. The old man gets into a fix where he has to 
go see some Indians, so he leaves his share with the other 
two, and he’ll join them in Durango. 

On the way down from the mountains Bogart is sure 
that Holt is just waiting for a chance to plug him and make 
off with all the dust, so he plugs Holt first. But he doesn’t 
do a very good job of it, and Holt gets away and the In- 
dians and old man Huston doctor his wound. 

The bandits catch Bogart and beat him to death and 
steal the burros. ‘They find the gold dust hidden among a 
lot of hides, but they think it is just sand, put in to make 
the hides weigh more, so they pour it out, and a big wind 
comes up and blows it all away. And when Huston and 
Holt finally find out what’s happened to their gold dust, 
they just laugh and laugh, though it takes Holt quite a 
while to see what a good joke it is. 


In some ways it reminded us of a lot of race tracks 
fighting over dates. 

There were some characters who reminded us of state 
legislatures.

A New Assault on Armed; 
Princess Doreen’s Daughter 


It looks as if Hialeah Park is in posi- 
tion to get the race for which Washington 
Park angled vainly. and Belmont Park 
got without much cause for self-congratu- 
lation. Assault is scheduled for shipment 
from Columbia. S. C.. and if his splint had 
not cleared up Max Hirsch would hardly 
have moved him, nor would Clarence Bux- 
ton, who is the mother chicken of the 
Columbia training center, have permitted 
it. There was no original intention of 
racing Assault during the winter, but if 
you want the guess in this corner, Bob 
Kleberg wanted an unimpeded chance at 
Armed. 

The contention around Kingsville, Texas, 
is that Assault is the best horse in train- 
ing. The opinion, in most other places, 
is that Armed is better. This tourist has 
veered between the two positions, and 
finally settled with the notion that it 
would be Armed up to a mile and a 
quarter. and Assault afterward. 

This idea is not shared by Assault’s con- 
nections. which have very sensibly real- 
ized that the only way to prove their point 
is to catch Armed and lick him. Mr. Kle- 
berg was disappointed when the Chicago 
special failed to come off. and it was he 
who suggested to George Widener that 
the race be revived at Belmont. 

Ultimately he regretted the action, 
because circumstances forced him to race 
Assault when the horse was not at his 
best. and ['m sure he will be caught in 
no more special races. But also I think 
Mr. Kleberg is looking for Armed. From 
his recent racing you would guess that 
the Calumet gelding is past his peak, and 
possibly the calendar would confirm this, 
because not many horses carry their best 
form into their seventh year. Still, the 
Jones Boys aren't given to starting unfit 
horses. and if Assault can beat Armed in 
a truly run race under level weights, the 
result can probably be taken without quali- 
fication. But. though I admire Assault 
greatly—his Butler Handicap was the 
gamest performance I saw in 1947—I’ve 
got to see him do it. 


BATTLE. The decision of the H.B. 
P.A. to lock horns with the blacksmiths’ 
union suggests that this body is probably 
the leading Turf organization now oper- 
ating. The platers, finding that they had 
a very powerful organization, have several 
times succumbed to the temptation to use 
this power capriciously, and their demand 
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for a $25 bonus for winning horses they 
shod was flatly unreasonable. For several 
years it has been very difficult for smaller 
owners to get blacksmiths when they were 
wanted, because there were fewer platers 
than were needed. and the organization 
has attempted to protect its members at 
the expense of its customers, by refusing 
to bring on enough apprentices to meet 
the demand. 


On several occasions the blacksmiths 
have “gone fishing” until matters were 
arranged to suit them, and the few individ- 
uals with whom I have talked exhibited 
a considerable smugness. They have had 
the worst sort of leadership, and by the 
arbitrary display of power have changed 
a fairly unassailable position into one 
which is now being attacked heavily. They 
had. in fact, an excellent union, and then 
tried to make it into a tontine. 


PEDIGREE.  Saturday’s racing was 
another, though probably unnecessary, 
confirmation of THE BLoop-Horse’s un- 
yielding position that racing performance 
is a better guide to breeding than pedi- 
gree, family numbers, nicks. crystal balls, 
tea leaves, or even experts. In Florida 
Circle M Farm’s Cosmic Missile ran 
through the field to win the Columbiana 
Handicap, and in California Charles How- 
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ard’s Miss Doreen beat an excellent fem. 
inine field for the Santa Margarita. Cosmic 
Missile is a daughter of Misty Isle. a stakes 
filly for J. E. Widener. and Miss Doreen 
is from Princess Doreen. which once held 
th: money-winning filly championship, 
before Top Flight. 

Princess Doreen. which did her racing 
for Audley Farm back in the early “twen. 
ties, was perhaps the best 3-year-old filly 
of 1924, winning the C.C.A. Oaks and 
other races. Her principal defeat was jn 
the Alabama Stakes. where she tried to 
give nine pounds to Priscilla Ruley. The 
latter, it may be noted, also proved sue. 
cessful in the stud, producing the stakes 
mare and good producer Ann O’Ruley. 

Princess Doreen was the leading handi- 
cap performer of 1925, and among the 
horses she beat was My Own, which was 
the choice of many horsemen to race 
against Papyrus, instead of Zev. Her 
earlier foals, though some were winners, 
had not been of much account, and Prin- 
cess Doreen had been added to that list 
which includes Artful and Miss Woodford, 
as another great performer which had 
failed in the stud. 

I suppose we will always have rule-of- 
thumb experts with us, but every jolt they 
take makes them a little less harmful. | 
heard a man last year arguing that Gal- 
lorette ought to be kept in training as 
long as she could run at all, because, he 
said, she was a big masculine type. and 
mares like that never were any use in 
the stud. I noticed also that the man was 
hustling. It reminded me of Toney Betts’ 
penetrating view of the wisenheimers 
around the tracks. “It has always seemed 
queer to me,” remarked Mr. Betts, “that 
the wise guy is borrowing a nickel to call 
up the sucker.” 


FLYING BROODMARE 


Probably the first transatlantic flight of 
a broodmare in foal will be made within 
the next few days. 

Walter J. Salmon has purchased for his 
Mereworth Farm at Lexington the Italian 
mare Stella (chestnut. 1938, by *Ortello— 
Sciarra, by Captain Cuttle), and has ar- 
ranged to send an airplane to Rome to 
bring her to the United States. She is in 
foal to the Italian Derby winner Trag- 
hetto. Stella was a stakes winner in Italy 
and finished second in the Italian Oaks of 
1941. 

The purchase was made through the 
Italian Bloodstock Agency, recently organ- 
ized with Franco Varola as a director. 


M. C. Shea has been engaged as racing 
secretary at Garden State Park for 1948. 
He succeeds Charles J. McLennan, who 
resigned because of a conflict of Garden 
State dates with meetings at Havre de 
Grace and Pimlico. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 
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OBITUARY 


The 17th Earl of Derby: 
England’s Leading Turfman 


The leading figure of the British Turf 
in his time and probably the world’s most 
influential breeder in this century was the 
Earl of Derby. who died February 4 at 
Knowsley. his estate near Prescot, in Lan- 
cashire. The noted sportsman, who had 
been in semi-retirement since 1944, was 82 
years old. He had been suffering with a 
cold. and as the ailment became worse his 
heart failed. 

With him when he died in his sleep 
were Lady Derby and his 29-year-old 
grandson, Lord Stanley. heir to the fam- 
ily’s millions and to the earldom, which 
has been among the most prominent in 
the British peerage since the time of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror. 

Edward George Villiers Stanley. the 
seventeenth Earl of Derby. was born April 
4, 1865 into a family whose story would 
almost recapitulate the history of the Turf 
in England. Before the first English settle- 
ment in the New World was made at 
Jamestown, the fifth Earl of Derby had 
“builded himself an house at Wallasey to 
viewe the races.” 

The Earls of Derby had already been 
prominent in racing for two hundred years 
when. in the late 1770’s. the twelfth earl 
and a group of his contemporaries estab- 
lished the two great races which have 
become the family’s memorial. the Oaks. 
first run in 1779, and the Derby, begun in 
1780. The Oaks took its name from Lord 
Derby’s place in Surrey, a one-time beer 
house which had been purchased and made 
over into a residence by General Bur- 
goyne. Who was. by marriage. an uncle of 
the twelfth earl. 

The seventeenth earl ranked second to 
none of his predecessors in his success on 
the Turf. in his influence upon Thorough- 
bred breeding. in service to his country. or 
in popularity with the masses. Big. hearty. 
jovial. he did not allow his high position 
or his vast wealth to come between him 
and other people. He was at ease with 
the world. and quickly made the world 
at ease with him. When he came to 
America in 1930, and was an honored 
guest at the Kentucky Derby. newspaper 
men called him at once “a regular fellow.” 


PUBLIC LIFE. Off the Turf Lord 
Derby had a busy life. At the age of 20 
he became a lieutenant in the Grenadier 
Guards. and from 1889 to 1891 he was 
aide de camp to his father, the sixteenth 
earl, then governor general of Canada. On 
January 5, 1889, he was married to Lady 
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Alicia Montague. daughter of the Duke of 
Manchester. 

Following a family tradition, he was a 
member of the House of Commons from 
1892 to 1906. One of his assignments as 
an M. P. was the chairmanship of the 
kitchen committee. a recognition of his 
knowledge as an epicure. From 1895 to 
1900 he was Lord of the Treasury. In the 
Boer War (1899-1902) he was first chief 
press censor and later aide de camp to 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts. He was 
postmaster general for two years. begin- 
ning in 1903. 

He succeeded to the title in 1908. when 
his father died. In 1911-12 he was Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool. During the _ first 
World War he first was director general 
of recruiting. then under-secretary of war. 
finally secretary of state for war. For 
about 2'5 years after the war he served as 
ambassador to France. and in 1922-24 was 
again secretary of state for war. 

In public life. however. he was more 
interested in means of maintaining peace 
than of waging war. As late as 1937 he

had as a guest at Manchester the German 
ambassador. Joachim von Ribbentrop, in 
an avowed effort) to improve relations 
between England and Germany. He was 
head of the organization which raised 
funds for a statue of the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. soon to be unveiled in London. 

In addition to public activities he had 
huge business interests. including whole 
townships of land. He was for years a 
director of E. Hulton and Company, a 
publishing house whose operations ih- 
cluded the Daily Sketch, Daily Dispatch, 
and Sunday Chronicle. 


KNOWSLEY. The foundations upon 
which the seventeenth Earl of Derby built 
his great success in racing had been laid 
by his father. The sixteenth earl under- 
took to re-establish the stud at Knowsley. 
the family seat in Lancashire since the 
days of the twelfth earl (founder of the 
Derby and Oaks). The fifteenth earl. not 
much interested in racing. had allowed the 
place to fall into neglect. insofar as_ its 
facilities for rearing horses were con- 
cerned. 

The sixteenth Earl of Derby came into 
racing at propitious moment. The 
Duchess of Montrose had decided to retire 
from the Turf. and as a consequence Lord 
Derby was able to purchase the New- 
market property on which Stanley House 
and the stables are now located. From 
her he bought. in 1894, a yearling filly 
by Tristan out of the high-class mare Pil- 
grimage: this was Canterbury Pilgrim. 
which won the Oaks. the Park Hill Stakes. 
the Jockey Club Cup, and other races. 
and later became the dam of Swynford 
and Chaucer. key stallions in the later 
success of the stud. Also the 
Duchess of Montrose he took over John 
Grifiths as stud groom and manager. 

Another mare bought from the Duchess 
of Montrose’s sale was Broad Corrie, a 650 
guineas bargain whose descendants in- 
cluded Glasalt, Glacier, Silurian. Canyon. 
Toboggan. Colorado, Caerleon, Bobsleigh. 
and numerous other good ones. Among 
the other mares bought in 1893 and 1894 
were Altiora, Hettie Sorel, and Bridget. 
all of which were to play an important part 
in the later development of the stud. Ap- 
parently Lord Stanley (as the seventeenth 
Earl of Derby was then known) had a 
lively part in the selection of these mares: 
the purchase of Hettie Sorel was made 
in his name. 

By the time the seventeenth Earl of 
Derby took over in 1908 the stud was well 
established among the best in England. 
and the sportsman who died last week 
proceeded to make it still better. Like 
all extremely successful breeders, he was 
sustained in his efforts by sound judgment. 
large resources, and the blessing of good 
luck. 

In 1911 Lord Derby bought. from J. 
Houldsworth for 3.200 guineas, the 6-

Circle M Holds a 
Rousing Roundup 


At Hialeah Park last week there were 
two main prizes. One was the $10,000 
added Bahamas Handicap. for 3-year-olds, 
the other was the $10.000 added Colum- 
biana Handicap. for fillies and mares three 
years old and upward. Edward 5. Moore’s 
Circle M Farm had a horse ready for each 
race. caught and earmarked both purses. 

The Bahamas was raced on Wednesday, 
February 4. The Cirele M candidate for 
this one was Relic. which had won the 
Hibiscus Stakes earlier in the meeting and 
was moving along toward the Flamingo 
Stakes. Hialeah’s Derby equivalent. 

In the Hibiscus. Relic had easily dis- 
posed of Phar Mon, one of the fastest 
2-vear-olds of 1947 and a high ranker (118 
pounds) in the Experimental Handicap. 
The War Relic colt trailed along while 
Phar Mon did his best, then moved to 
the lead and won with a lot in reserve. 

In the Bahamas. Relic was facing 
another honor graduate of last year’s 
juvenile division. It was Saggy, which 
had won the Aberdeen, Ral Parr, Eastern 
Shore. and Wakefield Stakes, placed in 
the Tremont Stakes. set a world record 
for 515 furlongs. He was given 120 
pounds, three under Relic, for the Experi- 
mental. If any of the Bahamas field could 


run away from Relic. perhaps Saggy was 


the one. 


He tried it. but with no greater success 
than Phar Mon’s. Relic lay close to him 
in the early going. ranged easily along- 
side on the far turn, drew clear in the 
straightaway. and won by almost three 
lengths. Hypnos caught the faltering 
Saggy. finished second. The time was 
1:231, for the seven furlongs. It was the 
fastest of the meeting. Relic gave four 
pounds to Saggy. which was making his 
first start of the year. and 14 to Hypnos. 

Circle M got the lariat out again on 
Saturday, February 7. for the seven-fur- 
long Columbiana. This time Cosmic Mis- 
sile was the roping horse. She was making 
her first start since last October and her 
margin over Ellendale was only a neck. 
But she was giving nine pounds to Ellen- 
dale. and 13 to Proud Ruler. third. And 
she was beating a good field, which in- 
cluded Rampart, Kay Gibson, Say Blue, 
Sweet Caprice. Magnolia. and Sylvia Dear. 
All but Ellendale and Proud Ruler have 
won or placed in stakes. Sylvia Dear won 
the Columbiana last year. Cosmic Missile 
was second. 

Ted Atkinson. the Greentree Stable con- 
tract rider, was aboard both the Circle M 
winners. Trainer Bert Williams saddled 
them. 


Horsepower 


Charles S. Howard. the San Francisco 
Buick man. has combined automobiles and 
horses with unusual felicity. Through 
automobiles he has attained financial suc- 
cess. and through horses he has gained the 


pleasure of owning two Santa Anita Handi. 
cap winners and some other good per. 
formers. 

Miss Doreen. his latest stakes winner. 
somewhat resembles Mr. Howard's late. 
great Seabiscuit. in that both were undis. 
tinguished when purchased both 
earned their honors in his stable. At the 
time he bought Seabiscuit the son of Hard 
Tack appeared to be just another horse, 
but he went on to become the world’s 
leading money winner. 

The parallel cannot be extended that 
far in the case of Miss Doreen, but once 
again Mr. Howard, whose habit of bag. 
ging the big ones once had people refer- 
ring to the Santa Anita Park winner's 
circle as “Howard’s half-acre.” has come 
up with a first-class development. Miss 
Doreen had started only once when he 
bought her from B. B. Jones late in her 
2-year-old year, and all of her successes 
have come in the Howard stable. Her 
biggest victory, prior to 1948, was in the 
Golden Poppy Handicap at Golden Gate 
Fields last fall.

French, Italian Free Handicaps 
Of Best 2-Year-Olds of 1947 


The ranking of the best horses in France 
just now holds a very lively interest for 
Americans. A syndicate of breeders last 
year imported to this country a group of 
four French stallions for an aggregate 
sum probably larger than ever passed 
hands in such a trade. There will be a 
general curiosity as to the connections 
between the best horses now racing and 
these stallions. 

Further interest is provoked by the cur- 
rent rivalry between the French and Eng- 
lish horses. The slaughter of the Eng- 
lish defenders by the invaders from 
across the Channel appears to have been 
slowed down. at least. and there appears 
a prospect that when the battle reopens 
in 1948 the contestants will be more 
evenly matched than during the last two 
seasons. With French races now open to 
foreign horses. there may be some import- 
ant counter-invasions before the year is 
out. (That is. if racing proceeds norm- 
ally in France. The shortage of grain for 
animals has jeopardized the sport there.) 

There are two free handicaps which 
give the official ranking of each season's 
2-vear-olds in France. First of these is 
the Prix d’Ermenonville. over a distance 
of 1.400 meters (seven furlongs). the 
weights for which are given in October. 
after the running of the Grand Criterium. 
the principal race for juvenile performers. 

\ second ranking of the best is made in 
the Handicap Optional. the weights for 
which are not issued until after the end of 
the flat racing season. The Optional is a 
more complete survey of the season. since 
it is made later. and is more of a predic- 
tion of 3-year-old form. because its dis- 
tance is a mile. However, some horses are 
excluded automatically by its conditions. 
which specify that it is for 3-year-olds 
which have been first in a race of a value 
of 100.000 franes at Paris. Deauville. St. 
Cloud. Maisons-Laffitte. or Le Tremblay. 
or first or second in a race of 150.000 
francs in France. The race is to be run 
on February 28. first day of flat racing in 
France. 

Actually the weights for the current 
Optional are about the same as for the 
earlier handicap. insofar as the first five 
colts are concerned. Rigolo stands at the 
top in both, and the first five horses re- 
main the same, with only trifling changes 
in weight. Most important new name is 
that of the filly Corteira. just below the 
top colts. Others which have taken a place

what a neat trap they had walked into, 
but they were now caught. 

The English book decreed arbitrary 
purity for the American stock it had 
already accepted. but not for the American 
stock the French book had already ac- 
cepted. The French, on the other hand, 
accepted not only the American blood in 
their own book but that in the English 
book as well. 

Now the French stud book’s strongest 
lines have American origins, and the 
French authorities. like the American, 
resolutely support the arbitrary British 
policy which condemns them as impure, 
but which declares the same stock in the 
English stud book to be pure. (It’s a 
strange world.) 

Of the leading 20 on the list for the 
Handicap Optional. 11 are ineligible to the 
General Stud Book by reason of Ameri- 
ean crosses. These are Djeddah, Damnos. 
Corteira, Periscope 2nd, Rigoletto 2nd, 
Hypanis. Iror, Go Ahead, Naziad, Prim- 
eur, and Boby 3rd. 

With the exception of Rigoletto, every 
one of these has a cross of *Durbar 2nd, 
whose victory in the Derby of 1914 brought 
the first dramatic demonstration of the 
essential foolishness of the Jersey Act. 
Rigoletto 2nd’s “taint” comes through 
*Aethelstan 2nd. whose second dam 
is the American-bred mare Disadvantage, 
a high-class stakes winner. 

Three of the group—Corteira, Periscope

English Free Handicap. in which he js 
ranked fifth. just behind the French-hred 
My Babu, the Irish-bred The Cobbler. the 
American-bred Black Tarquin, and_ his 
own countryman Birthday Greetings. 

The next two places are filled by two 
of Marcel Boussac’s colts. both by Djebel 
out of Asterus mares. Djeddah is a half 
brother to *Priam, most expensive of the 
four stallions in the big syndicate pur. 
chase of 1947. Damnos is a half brother 
to Jock. a stallion which Mr. Boussac sold 
last year to English buyers. 

Mr. Boussac’s hand, insofar as_ its 
class has been revealed in competition. 
does not appear to have the makings of a 
grand slam, but it is nevertheless power- 
ful. Six of the leading 20 are in his 
stable. the colts Djeddah. Damnos. and 
lror. and the fillies Corteira. Hypanis. and 
Naziad. Corteira., given the highest rank 
among the fillies. is a daughter of *Goya, 
which is now installed at Circle M Farm, 
Lexington, to begin the American phase 
of his stud career. Three of the others 
are by Jock, which is now in England. 


PURE AND IMPURE. During the last 
half of the nineteenth century and the first 
dozen years of the twentieth. the General 
Stud Book in England accepted horses 
from the American Stud Book. Many of 
these horses had ancestors which could 
not be traced to the GSB. The French 
authorities, following the lead of England, 
also accepted American horses. 

Then. in 1913, both the French and Eng- 
lish books put up the bars against further 
acceptance of stock with “American” an- 
cestry. It appears questionable whether

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the French authorities at the time realized 
what a neat trap they had walked into, 
but they were now caught. 

The English book decreed arbitrary 
purity for the American stock it had 
already accepted, but not for the American 
stock the French book had already ac- 
cepted. The French, on the other hand, 
accepted not only the American blood in 
their own book but that in the English 
book as well. 

Now the French stud book’s strongest 
lines have American origins. and the 
French authorities. like the American, 
resolutely support the arbitrary British 
policy which condemns them as impure, 
but which declares the same stock in the 
English stud book to be pure. (It’s a 
strange world.) 

Of the leading 20 on the list for the 
Handicap Optional. 11 are ineligible to the 
General Stud Book by reason of Ameri- 
can crosses. These are Djeddah, Damnos, 
Corteira, Periscope 2nd, Rigoletto 2nd, 
Hypanis, Irer, Go Ahead, Naziad, Prim- 
eur. and Boby 3rd. 

With the exception of Rigoletto, every 
one of these has a cross of *Durbar 2nd, 
whose victory in the Derby of 1914 brought 
the first dramatic demonstration of the 
essential foolishness of the Jersey Act. 
Rigoletto 2nd’s “taint” comes through 
*Aethelstan 2nd. whose second dam 
is the American-bred mare Disadvantage, 
a high-class stakes winner. 

Three of the group—Corteira, Periscope 
2nd. and Primeur—also have crosses of 
the noted American sire Broomstick, 
through his son *Sweeper, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas in England. Se- 


miramide. the stakes-winning dam of Cor- 
teira, is by Pharos out of a daughter of 
*Sweeper. Nosca. sire of the other two, 
is out of Capella, by Tourbillon, second 
dam Gracilite. by *Sweeper, and thus is 
thoroughly contaminated with American 
blood. 

Four of the horses are descended in 
tail-female from the American-bred stakes 
winner Frizette, daughter of Hamburg. 
These are Djeddah, Iror, Hypanis, and 
Naziad. Each of these goes back to 
Frizette not only in tail-female but through 
other crosses. Djeddah’s grandam, Heldi- 
fann, is a full sister to Durban, the dam 
of his grandsire Tourbillon. Heldifann is 
also the second dam of Iror and_ third 
dam of Naziad. Hypanis goes back to 
Frizette through Orlanda and *Frizelle, 
and gets another cross through Tourbillon. 

One of the fillies, Primeur, is out of a 
*Durbar 2nd mare. Ivy Leaf, which was 
bred by the late Eugene Leigh. Ivy Leaf 
was aged 21 when Primeur was _ foaled. 

Boby 3rd’s_ third dam, Elaine. was a 
daughter of *Durbar 2nd. But the most 
interesting item about this pedigree, for 
American readers, is the fact that the 
sire is the American-bred Black Devil, 
son of *Sir Gallahad 3rd. Both the sire 
and dam of Boby 3rd were inbred to 
Ajax. sire of *Teddy. The maternal 
grandsire. Maravedis, was also closely in- 
bred to Ajax, making a total of five crosses 
to this noted ancestor in the first five gene- 
rations of ancestors.

because of the recent importations of stock 
from that country. A second, and more 
compelling, reason is the possibility that 
this year’s Italian horses may actually out- 
rank anything in Europe, if they are able 
to repeat in international competition their 
apparent form as demonstrated at home. 

The Italian Handicap Optional is at 
seven furlongs and is run early in the 
year (in 1948 the date is February 22). 
Its weights normally begin at 65. kilo- 
grams (140 pounds), a weight too high 
for the best horses to carry in actual 
competition. The high range of weights 
serves a practical purpose, since it allows 
the horses ranked lower down—the ones 
which will actually run in the race—to 
have weights high enough to allow good 
jockeys to ride. 

Last year Federico Tesio had a colt and 
a filly, both unbeaten, of such surpassing 
excellence that the handicapper has moved 
his top weight up to 68 kilograms. nearly

Ungar Wins Easily 
Under 134 Pounds 


MELBOURNE 

Ungar. a tall. stylish-looking, colt by 
imported Law Maker from Viennese, 
daughter of The Night Patrol (a son of 
Stedfast). is the outstanding 2-year-old in 
Melbourne. 

He attained championship status among 
horses of his own age by winning most 
impressively with 134 pounds at Flem- 
ington on January 26. 

Ungar. which was bred by Leslie Ald- 
ridge at Kismet Park Stud near Mel- 
bourne and cost 1.000 guineas as a year- 
ling. has now had four starts without 
having suffered defeat. In fact, he has 
never looked like being beaten, and most 
people are now waiting for his clash with 
the much-boomed Scotwyn. 

On January 26, which was a national 
holiday in Australia to commemorate the 
foundation of the country in 1776, Ungar 
was produced for the fourth time in the 
Anniversary Handicap of six furlongs. 
It was the first race of that distance this 
season for 2-year-olds. and backers cheer- 
fully laid “twos on” on the brilliant colt. 

Usually a tardy beginner, Ungar was out 
of the barrier like a flash, went easily in 
the middle stages of the race. and when 
asked for an effort raced away to win 
easing up by two lengths. Considering 
the 134 pounds on his back. his time of 
1:12 for six furlongs was good, partic- 
ularly as it was over a straight course. 

Ungar has now won nearly £3.000 in 
stakes. He is raced by the race course 
caterer Percy Lennon and W. Mcafee. It 
is their first joint venture in a race horse. 
The colt is trained by Fred Hoysted. who 
has won ten races with 2-year-olds already 
this season in Melbourne. Their stakes- 
winnings exceed £7,000. 

Hoysted has 54 horses in training at 
the Mentone race course, which is 16 miles 
from Melbourne and close to the seaside. 

Ungar was followed home by a highly 
promising filly named Macis. which is by 
imported Zaimis from The Mace. She 
started at 250 to 1. 

The mercury topped the century mark 
at Flemington on January 26, and_ the 
attendance fell away to 24,000 people 
who wagered the small sum of £84.000 on 
the totalisator.

Jaclyn Wins with a Maiden; 


A Good Year Seems in Prospect 


Los ANGELES 

Jay Paley and Leon Levy may have the 
winner of the $100,000 Santa Anita Derby 
in Mulatto. This is the rather appropriate 
name, you will remember, they selected 
for their $50,000 Whirlaway—Dark Love- 
liness yearling of 1946, and before the 
season is much older you may be reading 
a great deal about him. Mulatto has been 
nominated for all the important 3-year-old 
classics. and there is no doubt that he is 
a grand prospect. 

Mulatto came out for the first start of 
his career recently at Santa Anita Park, 
and the manner in which he won was most 
impressive. He is, Trainer Ralph West 
says, a slow breaker, and on this occasion 
he managed to be left in the gate. Off 
some six lengths behind his field, Mulatto 
weaved through horses until he had 
reached a contending position going into 
the turn, then came to the outside, and 
racing in the middle of the track, caught 
Arnold Hanger’s Peppermint easily at 
the eighth-pole and went on to win by 
314 lengths. The six furlongs was run in 
1:1145. but private clockers caught him 
in 1:10%5. 

Paley was so tickled with the triumph 
that he had to let off steam in some way. 
Bert Clark Thayer, whose pictorial history 
of Whirlaway is one of the camera clas- 
sics of the Turf, felt the same way. So 
there they were in the Turf Club, with 
their arms around each other, doing a 
little jig from sheer happiness as Mulatto 
was led into the winner’s circle. Just for 
the sake of the records, not many high- 
priced yearlings win their first races. Jet 
Pilot. which cost $41.000, and Pericles, at 
$66,000, are the only others this reporter 
can recall at the moment. 

Mulatto came out for his race with his 
fore legs quite heavily painted. Inasmuch 
as he did not start as a 2-year-old, there 
was a suspicion something might be wrong 
with his rather expensive underpinning. 
West explained this by saying the colt 
bucked his shins two months ago, but is 
as sound as can be. 

West is a soft-spoken, confident young 
man who gives the impression that if any- 
thing serious is going to happen, you 
would like to have him on your side. He 
is not given to wild enthusiam over any 
subject, particularly horses, and he is not 
often fooled by them, either. Without 
hesitation, he avers Mulatto is the finest 
prospect he has seen since he has been 
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around racing, and he has handled some 
rather good horses. 


SLOW AND EASY. Last November he 
succeeded the veteran George Odom as 
trainer of the Jaclyn stable. So far, he 
has been able to start only eight horses 
at Santa Anita, and five have won. West 
is patient and careful. His horses never 
burn up the track in the mornings and 
leave their races there. Their workouts 
are just average, as far as time is con- 
cerned, but when he sends them out for 
a race they are ready to win without 
qualifying. 

For a half-dozen or more years, Ralph 
has been regarded as one of the finest 
young trainers in California. He came 
up with the same class—and it was a good 
one—that produced Willie Molter and 
Graceton and Hurst Philpot. For many 
seasons Bert Baroni, a smart horseman, 
turned his 2-year-olds over to West to 
train. Then Ralph took over the job of 
conditioning the runners for the Rolling 
Hills farm of Walter G. McCarty. Among 
the stars he developed was Artillery. This 
was a notable achievement, inasmuch as 
Artillery has never been a sound horse. 

As trainer for the Jaclyn Stable, West 
heads one of racing’s foremost outfits. 
Once in a while he feels like pinching 
himself, just to be sure it is real. Paley 
and Levy are always among the prominent 
buyers of yearlings at Keeneland and 
Saratoga, and at the recent Louis B. Mayer 
dispersal of 2-year-olds they invested $215.- 
500 in six head. One of them was the 
$70,000 *Alibhai—*Jerrybuilt colt, Im- 
perial Rock, which topped the sales. 

At the moment West has 22 horses in 
his barn. He has set his sights on the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Derby with Mulatto, 
and if the colt continues to develop he 
will be sent after the Kentucky Derby and 
the Preakness, for which he has been 
nominated. At the close of the Santa 
Anita season, West will invade New York 
with the Jaclyn runners, and in his quietly 
confident way predicts his young horses 
will be at their peak by then. 


LIKE FATHER. Although he has 
started only once, Mulatto is definitely 
the star of the stable. He is from the first 
crop of Whirlaway, and resembles his old 
man a great deal. He has the same chest- 
nut color, and the same fine shape to his

head. 
away, but he doesn’t have his sire’s famous 


long tail. Nor does he have any of his 
eccentricities. He is intelligent and quiet, 
does what he is asked, and West predicts 
he may become as great a race horse as 
was Whirlaway. To this reporter, who 
always felt that Whirlaway’s best races 
were the best races ever run anywhere, 
that borders on heresy. But it is all in 
the family, and Mulatto has that look of 
being a chip off the old block. 


West has also had more than a little 
success with some of his other 3-year-olds, 
He has won two races with Pigreeny, a 
filly by Pilate out of Greeny, by 
*Teddy, which cost $8,500 as a yearling,

REPERCUSSION. Carleton Burke, di-

HumusShould Be Kept at Home; 
You Lose Money by Selling It 


One of the more familiar sights on our 
stud farms these days is the mushroom 
truck. All during the winter season, when 
large quantities of stable manure are 
being produced, big trucks and _ trailers 
can bee seen parked near the stables being 
loaded from piles of yellow brown straw. 
These loads go to the mushroom growers, 
often for distances of a hundred miles or 
more. The straw is unloaded in cellars 
and caves. placed in beds, and mixed 


with lime. fertilizer, soil, and water to 
form a compost in which mushrooms 
thrive. After they have been picked, the 


bed is emptied. What comes out is a 
fine. rich, black dirt. 

The mushroom trucks seem to solve a 
labor problem for the stud owner who 
has a lot of stalls to muck out and not 
too many hands to do it with. They bring 
their own crew of men and they get a 
lot of manure on every load. The mush- 
room man knows about horse parasites— 
he points out to the stud manager that he 
shouldn’t spread horse manure on his pas- 
tures. Besides. he offers hard cash—$12 
to $20 a load. depending on the size of the 
truck and the length of the haul. Usually 
he finds a willing seller. 

The mushroom man needs humus. He 
can’t grow mushrooms without it. He 
finds in horse manure the ideal base in 
which to grow mushrooms, and he _ is 
willing to pile folding money on top of a 
heavy trucking bill to get it. 

How many horse farms are there in the 
United States that can do without humus? 
How many are covered with all the soil 
they can use? Not many, in my experi- 
ence. Good horse country is generally 
rolling. The hollows are full of black 
dirt. all right.. But whenever you dig 
a post hole on the hillsides you don’t 
usually have to go very deep before you 
hit red clay. 

In the springtime those hillsides look as 
green as green can be. But when the blue- 
grass begins to dry up in summer, it isn’t 
long before they turn brown. It takes 
humus to hold moisture and plenty of soil 
to nourish a deep root system. 

We still have a lot to learn about the 
subject. but we do know that the continued 
use of chemical fertilizers discourages the 
bacteria and the earthworms that thrive 
in animal manure and are such an import- 
ant factor in soil fertility. ‘“Muck’s your 
man” is an old English country proverb. 
and muck is something that we still can’t 
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do without—in spite of all our modern 
mixtures, 

The mushroom man is a good spender. 
For a five-ton load he pays $20, and on 
top of that a trucking bill that often runs 
to $50 and more. That makes it cost $14 
a ton, 344 times what the horsemen gets. 
Is the mushroom business really that much 
better than the Thoroughbred business?

The average analysis of stable ma- 
nure is about 4-2-4, that is 4 per cent 
nitrogen, 2 per cent phosphate. 4 per

manure 120 pounds of 20 per cent super- 


cent potash. 
phosphate, and 245 pounds of your ton 
will then analyse 4-12-4, the formula of 
one of the better grades of commercial 
Two hundred and _ forty-five 
pounds of 4-12-4 fertilizer is worth about 
$4.65. (Subtract this figure from $5.56. 
representing the mushroom value per ton 
of $4, plus $1.56 for the 120 pounds of 
superphosphate. A balance of 91 cents 
is left to cover the value of the humus and 
the bacteria-producing qualities in a ton 
of stable manure. Just try to go out and 
buy these ingredients and haul them to 
your farm for less than 91 cents. Any- 
one whom you might approach for the 
purpose would probably conclude you were 
crazy. Well. you’re just as crazy to sell 
off your stable manure. 


fertilizer. 


Of course no good horseman wants to 
spread fresh horse manure on _ pastures. 
There are other places he can put it. how- 
ever. It makes excellent bedding for cattle 
and there are comparatively few stud 
farms that do not run steers with their 
horses, for reason that we have set forth 
many times in these columns. 


If the cattle are fed whole shelled corn 
and a few hogs allowed to follow them. 
the straw will be thoroughly broken up 
by the rooting of the hogs and packed into 
a tight moist mass by the tramping of 
both hogs and cattle. 

This mass will in turn generate enough 
heat to kill such parasites as are left after 
the hogs have worked it over. The mix- 
ture of straw. horse. cattle. and hog 
manure. thoroughly rotted. is as good a 
top dressing for pasture as one can find. 
It is usually not difficult to locate the 
cattle yard on a road leading to the stable 
so that the horse manure can be hauled in 
bad weather. 


TOP DRESSING. If there is also some 
land under cultivation, the stable manure 
can be used to top dress this land in good 
weather. and it can be hauled to the 
cattle yard in bad weather. For example, 
top dressing winter wheat or barley is one 
of the most efficient uses that can be made 
of manure. It can also be heavily spread 
and plowed under where land is being 
prepared for corn. 

The stud owner who neither farms nor 
keeps cattle can still pile his manure in a 
tight rick after sprinkling it with super. 
phosphate and water. After it has stood 
for a year, the heat generated meanwhile 
will make all except the outside of the 
rick safe to spread on pasture as far as 
parasites are concerned. 

Handling manure in one of these ways 
will take a bit more labor than selling 
it. although forking it direct from the 
stable into a manure cart or truck is usu- 
ally less work than carrying it out to a 
pile’. On the other hand, it takes a lot less 
labor and money than the mushroom man 
is willing to put out. And I still think 
we ought to be willing to treat a race 
horse at least as well as a mushroom. 


DOUBTLESS AT AIKEN 


The Greentree Stable’s recently pur- 
chased Argentinian champion, Doubtless, 
is now in the string being wintered at 


S. C.. under direction of 
Trainer John M. Gaver. Flown from 
Buenos Aires. he was landed Sunday, 


January 25, at Augusta. Ga.. and vanned 
from there to Aiken. He was reported to 
have made the trip without mishap, and 
in good condition, except that he appeared 
thin. 

Doubtless. whose recent victories include 
the Gran Premio Nacional (Argentina’s 
Derby) and the weight-for-age classic Gran 
Premio Carlos Pellegrini, at 3.000 meters 
(nearly 1% miles), was beaten in his last 
South American start, in Uruguay. (THE 
Bioop-Horse, January 24, page 224.)

Scandinavia’s 


Best In 1948

There are four principal race tracks 
in Seandinavia: Klampenborg at Copen- 
hagen, Denmark: Ulriksdal at Stockholm 
and Jaegersro at Malmoe, Sweden; and 
Oevrevoll, at Oslo, Norway. There are 
tracks at Aarhus and Odense. Denmark, 
and by far the best track in all Scandina- 
via at Gotenburg. Sweden. 

Racing proper began last year at Klam- 
penborg. a little later at Ulriksdal. Cevre- 
voll opened its gates in the middle of May. 
The tracks at the capitals take a month 
off. July. and the Swedish Derby meeting 
is held at Jaegersro. 


DENMARK. Top horse of last year 
undoubtedly was the Swedish-bred Fantast 
(Fairey—Minimax). own brother to the 
Swedish Derby winner of 1945, Fatima. 
Fantast should perhaps be listed under 
Sweden, as he is Swedish-bred and did 
most of his racing in Sweden. He is, how- 
ever.

Nothing much as a 2-year-old, and not 
a top horse as a 3-year-old, Fantast turned 
out a changed horse as a 4-year-old last 
year. Superbly trained by A. Thorngren, 
Sr.. he won some important races in Den- 
mark, notably beating the Danish Derby 
second, Casper, in the Eclipse Stakes, 114 
miles. weight-for-age.

Racing in his homeland. Fantast won 
Stockholms Stora Pris. 11g miles. Kap- 
ploepningssaellskapets Stora Pris. 15g 
miles. Grand Prix. 114 miles. and “Tre 
Kilometer.” 174 miles—heating on several 
occasions the Swedish Derby winner Club- 
man Junior and the Swedish St. Leger 
winner Lady Anne. He was beaten only 
once in Sweden. by the Dutch Derby win- 
ner of 1946, Marjolino. but beat him 
later on in the Grand Prix. With the 
help of good luck. Fantast also beat the 
English-bred Applejack at 144 miles at 
Malmoe when the saddle slipped on Apple- 
jack. 

Fantast set a new record for a Swedish- 
bred in one season: D. and Sw. Kroner 
51.350. The Danish-bred dual Derby win- 
ner of 1946, Hallo (Swedish and Danish 
Derbys) still holds the Seandinavian rec- 
ord of D. and Sw. Kroner 60.385 in one 
season. 

The Derby was won by the filly Varna 
(Gunnel—Carence). one of the best 2- 


year-olds of 1946. Trained by Percy — 
Waugh. she won this trainer his twentieth 
Derby. Varna, own sister to the Danish- 
bred winner of the Swedish Derby and St, 
Leger of 1944, Skirner. won by two lengths 
from the miler Casper (Bois Mill—Pep. 
pery Jane). Four lengths farther back 
was the Swedish-bred Gung Ho, second in 
the Swedish Derby. This Gung Ho is own 
brother to the best horse ever bred in 
Scandinavia. Gunga Din (Doctor Dolittle 
—Sham Fight). The distance of the 
Scandinavian Derbys is 115% miles, and 
the final furlong proved too much for 
Casper. 

The first of the classics in Denmark, 
Dansk Foraarsloeb, one mile, was won by 
Harris (Husson—Serpenette)., beating 
Varna and Casper. Harris ran unplaced 
in the Derby. 

The third and last of the classics, the 
Danish St. Leger, 154 miles, was won by 
Texas Girl (Gunnel—Merula) from Var- 
na. Texas Girl also won the semi-classies 
Dansk Foraarsloeb for Hopper (One Thou- 
sand Guineas), one mile. and the Danish 
Oaks. 14% miles. She was a non-starter 
in the Derby, but must be counted one of 
the season’s best 3-year-olds. 

Best 2-year-old was Skymaster, half- 
brother, by Husson, to Casper, and surely 
much more a stayer than Casper. Sky- 
master started five times, won five times, 
and heads the Danish 2-year-old handicap. 
The filly Sonata (Husson—Atalanta) won 
the Swedish Kriterium. though the best 
Swedish 2-year-olds at that time were 
either indisposed or did not start at all. 
This Sonata is bred in Sweden, trained in 
Denmark, and owned by a Norwegian. 
Skymaster is Denmark’s chief hope for 
the classics this year. 


SWEDEN. Clubman Junior, winner of 
the Derby. is undoubtedly Horse of the 
Year, though some are of the opinion that 
the filly Lady Anne might have proven 
superior if she had started in the Derby. 
IF. 

Lady Anne (by Doctor Dolittle. son of 
Abbot’s Trace. out of Lady Pat. by Mon- 
sieur d’Ypres, son of Dark Legend) won 
the first and the third of the Swedish 
classics: Jockeyklubbens Jubileumsloepn- 
ing. one mile, and the Swedish St. Leger. 
184 miles, beating Clubman Junior both 
times. 

Clubman Junior (by Light o’Love, son 
of Pharos, out of Flandre, by Monsieur 
d’Ypres) raced 17 times, won 13. He 
should not be deficient in stamina, but his 
dam was merely a good sprinter, in spite 
of her “staying” pedigree. Clubman 
Junior was unbeaten as a 2-year-old, win- 
ning seven races, beating Lady Anne in 
the two most valuable. Vinterfavoriternas 
Pris. 7 furlongs, and Svealandloepningen. 
six furlongs. He was off at the time when 
he was beaten by Lady Anne and_a more 
or less mediocre performer in the first 
classic. After having won the Derby, 
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Clubman Junior dropped off, but he proved 
himself to be the best 3-year-old in Scan- 
dinavia. 

Best 2-year-old: Julianus (by the Ger- 
man-bred Wunderhorn, son of Oleander, 
out of Princess Juliana, by Duncan Gray), 
half-brother to the winner of the Kapploepn- 
ingssaellskapets Stora Pris in 1946, Roede 
Orm. Julianus won  Vinterfavoriternas 
Pris. one length ahead of Hurry, a filly. 
Hurry (Husson—Canary) was clearly the 
best 2-year-old during the first part of 
the season, and barring bad luck should 
have won the Kriterium. 

By the way, The Kriterium is not the 
most valuable race fer 2-year-olds in 
Sweden, as it is in Denmark and Norway. 
The most valuable and most important 
race is Vinterfavoriternas Pris. Everything 
seems to indicate that Julianus and Hurry 
will be among the leading 3-year-olds 
this year. and personally I rate them equal 
to or superior to Skymaster. 


T. B. (named in honor of the president 
of the Jockey Club, Mr. Torleif Bache) 
won the Derby by ten lengths, beating 
Roland and Heronia. Heronia (Husson— 
Hera) was third in Texas Girl’s Danish 
Oaks. and later won the Norwegian St. 
Leger (in Norway called St. Halvard), 
154 miles. T. B. and Roland were absen- 
tees from the St. Leger. 

T. B. (Seraph Boy—Solennis) is the 
fifth Derby winner for Seraph Boy and 


the third son of Solennis to win this 
classic. He is own brother to the Triple 
Crown-winners Solo Boy and Kim II, the 
latter probably one of the best horses bred 
in all Seandinavia. 

Best 2-year-old: Askepot 2nd, British- 
born, but “Norwegian-bred” filly by Lion 
Tamer—Wahoo. The Derbys in Sweden 
and Denmark are open to 3-year-old colts 
and fillies foaled in Seandinavia. The 
Norwegian Derby is open to Scandinavian- 
bred 3-year-old colts and fillies. The Nor- 
wegian Jockey Club recognizes a_ foal 
imported into Norway with its dam before 
January 1 as a Norwegian-bred. Accord- 
ingly, Askepot 2nd is eligible to the 
classics in Norway only. A comparison 
between Askepot 2nd and Hurry is pos- 
sible, as Hurry is to start in the Norwegian 
Derby. 

Horse of the Year was Aaskadett (Seek- 
adett—Easter Duchess). last year’s best 
stayer in all Scandinavia. He won the 
Gargoyle Cup, 2% miles. for the second 
time. cutting 215 seconds off the old) record. 
The new one reads 4:2715. a good time for 
Seandinavia. At this occasion he left the 
filly Ata (Sea Serpent—Lisnisky Tigress) 
some seconds behind. Three weeks pre- 
viously he was beaten a short head by the 
filly in Major Michelets Minneloep, 1°4 
miles, coming very fast at the winning 
post. Later on, Ata trounced Marjolino 
and Applejack in Goeteborgs Stora Pris. 
184 miles. at Gotenburg.

| The Smith gate is built on the 
principle of the old webbing 
which was used to start horse 
races in this country some years 
ago. This webbing used to fly 


‘up over the horses’ heads when 
the starter pushed the button. 
Smith's gate, while somewhat the 
same in principle, is a vast im- 
provement. 
| Main feature of the Smith gate 
isa long arm that reaches com- 
pletely across the track and which 
flashes back to the outside rail 
within half a second when the 
starter pushes the button to send 
the field on its way. 
Using the Smith gate, the 
field is lined up about 5 feet 
behind the barrier and are then 
walked forward until they are 
all in line. The moment the 
starter catches them in near 
perfect alignment he hits the 
button and off they go. 
Another feature of the gate is 
the fact that it moves with the 
horses. A small car, powered 
with three V-8 Cadillac engines, 
runs on rails alongside the out-

All three are controlled by 
one button and if one or two 
should fail the third would 
swing open the gate with the 
same speed of all three. The 
gate is opened by 10,000 pounds 
of spring pressure which is ef- 
fected by two springs, one pull- 
ing and the other pushing.” 

Just when this gate will get a 
tryout on a California track witk 
the runners is a matter of con- 
jecture. However, it would not 
be too surprising to see this gate 
get its test at Bay Meadows this 
spring.

RADIO BROADCASTS 


If the information is not given in such 
a manner as to suggest that it is designed 
for use by gamblers, radio stations may 
broadeast the results of horse races with- 
out jeopardizing their licenses. This rul- 
ing was issued by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission on January 30. 


The ruling was sought by Station 
WWDC, at Washington, which had sought 
assurance that its license would not be 
endangered through the broadcast of race 
results and prices. The commission held 
that such a service is part of a well 
rounded radio program, and that the dis- 
semination of racing information, includ- 
ing pari-mutuel prices, is “not in itself an 
unlawful activity.” 

Commissioner Walker dissented, stating 
that he feels that horse racing programs 
are “not in the public interest.” but he 
voted for the renewal of the station’s 
license. 

The WWDC racing programs, the com- 
mission’s opinion stated, were “not pre- 
sented with such urgency or in_ such 
detail as to suggest they are primarily 
designed to be of assistance to those who 
may be engaged in betting or gambling 
on horse races which is illegal.”

Kentucky Offered 


Four Proposals 


Kentucky legislators. holding their bien- 
nial session, have the usual quota of rac- 
ing bills to consider. Three of the meas- 
ures propose tax on betting, and 
another seeks to have a lottery established 
around the Kentucky Derby. 

At present. Kentucky does not tax bet- 
ting. The State receives a daily license 
fee. scaled according to the population in 
the area near a track. and collects a tax 
on admissions. A 10 per cent commis- 
sion. plus breakage. is retained by the 
track. 

Two of the proposals involve a 5 — per 
cent State tax. the other seeks 10° per 
cent. One of the 5 per cent bills would 
make the income available to the State’s 
general fund. the other would divide the 
money between the public assistance and 
school funds. The 10 per cent measure 
would give 3 per cent to the State and 7 
per cent to the municipality nearest the 
track. 

The lottery bill was offered as a means 
of raising $244.802.000 to pay veterans 


of World Wars I and IL bonuses of $600 
each. A constitutional amendment would 
be required to legalize a Derby sweep- 
stakes. The tickets would be distributed 
free of charge but a “tax” of $1 each 
would be collected. This apparently is 
meant to be a way of avoiding Federal 
laws against the distribution of lottery 
tickets by mail. 

A three-man commission would have 
charge of the drawing. and agents and 
distributors would be appointed in Ken- 
tucky and other states. 

In past years many proposals have been 
made that a lottery be established around 
the Derby. A legislative correspondent of 
a Lexington newspaper estimates that the 
odds are 1.384 to 1 that the measure will 
be defeated. 


PARTIAL ARMISTICE 


Suffolk Downs’ request for 36 days of 
racing during the 
amended to include only 30 days. The 
new dates, if approved by the Massachu- 
setts State Racing Commission, will be 
from July 12 to August 14.

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Speaking of Free 
Handicaps .. . 


by Alex Bower 


In the last few issues of THE BLoop- 
Horst (including this one). more than the 
usual amount of space has been devoted 
to free handicaps. The American (John 
B. Campbell) model always has been 
ereeted by this magazine with much 
interest. but this year it was decided to 
make a bigger deal of it. because it has 
ereater potentialities than ordinarily are 
brought out. 

In the issue of January 17. when the 
Campbell ratings were published. Joe 
Estes wrote an editorial showing that free 
handicap weights would make more sense 
in pedigrees than coat color or asterisks. 
And he devoted Pedigree Points that week 
to a discussion of the sires represented 
by the 2-year-olds on the current. list. 
“The next week he got up a table show- 
ing the best 2-year-olds in the 14 Experi- 
mentals to date. It was a check list that 
enabled a person to look back and refresh 
his memory of juveniles of past years and 
to note which of the topweights had con- 
tinued to make good. either on the track 
or in the stud. or both. Besides listing 
those weighted at 119 pounds or better. 
he designated a few which were close 
below 119 and deserved special notice 
because of later accomplishments. He 
listed only two—Market Wise and Hoop. 
Jr.—which had been overlooked entirely. 
Since more than 1.400 horses had been 
rated in the annual series of Experiment- 
als. the fact that so few later standouts 
were overlooked is a tribute to Mr. Camp- 
bell’s batting eye. 

By this time horsemen around Lexing- 
ton were convinced that the Experimentals 
had taken on a new look. The editor 
of Tur Broop-Horsk was invited to 
address the Thoroughbred Club of America 
on February 7. and tell more. 

This he did. His main point was that 
free handicaps ought to be extended to 
other groups of horses besides 2-year-olds 
because: 

1. The growth of international racing 
will have other countries interested in 
importing Thoroughbreds from the U. S. 


A wider range of free handicaps would, 


summarize horses in the various divisions 
so that foreign buyers could recognize 
the best animals and their bloodlines. 

2. Free handicap weights furnish a 
guide for breeders. Potential breeding 
stock can be appraised more accurately 
if free handicap rankings are available. 

3. Ratings of football. basketball. and 
baseball teams. tennis players. and others 
are widely publicized in newspapers and 
are read with great interest. American 
racing has nothing comparable to offer 
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the public. A wider range of free handi- 
caps would give sports-minded America 
a box score on horses. From a public re- 
lations angle. this would be invaluable. 

}. Free handicaps make a racing secre- 
tary aware of the relationship between 
what he does and what breeders do a 
few years later. This connection should 
be stressed. and the secretaries made aware 
of the continuity of racing class from one 
generation to another. Racing class breeds 
racing class more uniformly than any other 
factor that can be depended on. 

5. We could use a free handicap for 3- 
year-olds. on the basis of 114 miles. and 
it might be desirable to have one at 114 
miles also. If these were offered. then 
the handicap for 2-year-olds probably 
should be at seven furlongs. representing 
an intermediate point between the short 
races of early season and those at 1,', 
miles in the fall. An appraisal of older 
horses also would be valuable. and a free 
handicap might even be set up for fillies 
and mares, as a separate group. 

6. From such lists the pedigrees of the 
future would be built. 

The meeting was attended by upwards 
of 70 members, a record for a regular ses- 
sion. At the conclusion they went away 
talking, not to themselves. but to each 
other. Something. they agreed. should 
be done. 


BOW TO ME. During the course of his 
talk Joe mentioned Bow to Me (*Epinard 
—Beginner’s Luck, by Black Toney) as 
a horse whose eventual breeding class was 
presaged by his 120 pounds in the Experi- 
mental of 1935. 

Bow to Me is in Cuba now. and it is 
not likely that he will sire any Kentucky 
Derby winners. But he had the winner of 
the Cuban Derby in 1947, and hard-hitting 
Happy Issue was doing a good job of rep- 
resenting him in this country. 

A few days before the Thoroughbred 
Club meeting one of the girls in the cur- 
rent statistics department told me of a 
sire which was represented by the first 
four finishers in a stakes at Havana. The 
sire turned out to be Bow to Me. — The 
race was the Fomento de la Recria Cubana 
Stakes. at Havana on December 28. It 
was at six furlongs. for 3-year-olds foaled 
in Cuba. which placed it in a different 
category from the Belmont Stakes. Oriental 
Park isn’t Belmont Park. either. but four 
sons of Bow to Me—Mi Favorito. Cubana- 
ean. Dr. Carrillo. Mayito—got the money. 

A shuffle through the records for 1947 
showed that of 29 horses by Bow to Me 
which earned money last year. 26 were 
winners. only three placed without win- 
ning. This is an unusually high propor- 
tion of winners to earners. 

Maybe Bow to Me’s 120 pounds in the 
Experimental of 1935 pointed that way. 

STAR GUESTS. At the Thoroughbred 
Club meeting at which free handicaps 
were discussed. a dozen or more Univer- 


sity of Kentucky students were guests of 
the organization. Their visit was arranged 
by Dr. Dewey G. Steele. the University’s 
professor of genetics. As a geneticist Dr. 
Steele is greatly interested in Thorough- 
breds and he has contributed articles to 
Tur Broop-Horsr. He also is a_ very 
good public relations man, and so arranged 
to bring to the club meeting some Univer- 
sity students who are more than casually 
interested in horses. 

Some of them were sons or daughters 
of breeders or horsemen. some are breeders 
themselves, others just like horses. One of 
these latter is Newcomb Green, who is 
back in college after 34% years in the In- 
fantry. much of which was spent in 
Europe. Mr. Green is determined 
become a_ trainer. 

While he was in Europe he saw as 
much of racing and of racing people as 
he could. When he came back here he 
got a job rubbing horses so he could learn 
the business from the hoof up. Then he 
obtained a lead pony and was a free- 
lance galloper. 


Later he came to the University of New 
Kentucky to study animal pathology. nu- 
trition. genetics. and anything else that 
might be useful to a trainer. He spends 
his weekends on some of the local breed- 
ing farms. or he rides with Dr. Arthur 
Davidson. to learn about the veterinary 
side of the horse business. During his 
summer vacations he will continue to 
work with racing stables. When at length 
he considers himself qualified to start 
training horses. he will be on solid ground,

year-old mare Bromus. by Sainfoin. Mated 
with Polymelus in 1912, she produced 
Phalaris. which as a stallion became a 
principal factor in the success of the 
stud. 

It was in 1912 that Lord Derby’s stars 
were luckiest. In May of that year he 
bought from George Edwardes. at the New- 
market Second Spring Sales. the brood- 
mare Anchora. for 1.300 guineas.  An- 
chora was a daughter of Love Wisely— 
Eryholme. by Hazlehatch. In six seasons 
she had won eight of her 51 races and 
had earned £1,966. 

In the December sales of that year Lord 
Derby noted that Col. W. Hall Walker 
(later Lord Wavertree) had consigned the 
10-year-old) mare Gondolette. by Loved 
One. in foal to the Derby winner Minoru. 
Gondolette was already represented as the 
dam of two stakes winners. Lolette and 
Great Sport. but what attracted Lord 
Derby's interest was the fact that Gondol- 
ette’s sire was a son of Pilgrimage. the 
grandam of his stallions Swynford and 
Chaucer. He thought it might be a good 
idea to try inbreeding to this excellent 
mare. He bought Gondolette for 1.550 
guineas. and the following spring she 
foaled Serenissima. 

From these two purchases came a con- 
tinuing stream of extraordinarily successful 
horses. generation after generation. An- 
chora produced, to the cover of Chaucer. 
the mare Scapa Flow. which became the 
dam of the noted racers and sires Pharos 
and Fairway. and of the One Thousand 


Guineas winner Fair Isle. among others. 


Gondolette produced the One Thousand 
Guineas winner Ferry. the Derby winner 
Sansovino. and others. and her daughter. 
Serenissima. was dam of Selene. Tranquil. 
Schiavoni. Composure. and Bosworth. Se- 
lene. herself a top-class performer, became 
in turn the dam of that remarkable brood 
which includes *Sickle. *Pharamond 2nd. 
Hunter’s Moon, Guiscard, and Hyperion. 

From the death of Blandford until the 
ouslaught of the French invaders in 1947, 
Fairway and Hyperion dominated the list 
of leading sires in England. In the eight 
years beginning with 1939 and ending 
with 1946. Hyperion led the list five times 
and Fairway led in the other three seasons. 
The success of Pharos was no less than 
that of his brother Fairway: his get in- 
cluded champions in England. France. and 
Italy. 

The Derby Stakes. which became the 
world’s No. 1 horse race, fell only once to 
its founder, the twelfth earl. who won the 
classic in 1787 with Sir Peter Teazle. After 
that the house of Derby went without a 
Derby victory for 127 years. But such 
was the strength of the stud under the 
tenure of Edward George Villiers Stanley 
that he won the Blue Ribband three times. 
with Sansovino in 1924, Hyperion in 1933, 
and Watling Street in 1942. 
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It would be quite impossible to indicate 
the full measure of influence. direct or 
indirect. of Lord Derby’s stud, but among 
the outstanding horses he bred were the 
following:

Pedigrees of the best horses bred by 
Lord Derby were based. first, upon the 
foundations laid by his father. and second- 
arily upon Phalaris and the lucky pur- 
chases of 1912. Anchora and Gondolette. 

Lord Derby led the list of breeders in 
England nine times, including four years 
in succession beginning with 1927. From 
1913 through 1939 he was only once as 
low as ninth on the list. In 23 of the 34 
years from 1913 through 1946 he was 
either first, second. or third. Since he 
raced most of his own stock. he was also 
frequently the leading owner. Newspapers 
estimated the earnings of his horses at 
$3.340.000; THe BLoov-Horse has not 
checked this figure. 

A part of Lord Derby’s breeding and 
racing was carried on in France. and he 
bred several good horses there. In 1928 
he achieved the unique distinction of lead- 
ing the list of owners in England and also 
in France. where he raced in partnership 
with the late Ogden Mills. 

A great part of the credit for the success 
of Lord Derby’s (black jacket. 
white cap. with one white button on the 
jacket. “for luck”) was owing to the Hon. 
George Lambton. who took over as trainer 
for the sixteenth earl when he revived the 
stable in 1894. Mr. Lambton remained 
with the stable when the seventeenth earl 
took it over in 1908. He continued in 
charge through 1933. but gave over most 
of the training duties to Frank Butters in 
the period from 1927 to 1930. In his last 
year with the stable he won the Derby and 
St. Leger with Hyperion. He was sue- 
ceeded by Colledge Leader. and a few 
years later the stable was turned over to 
Walter Earl. who has continued its success. 

Lord Stanley. the Earl of Derby’s oldest 
son, died in 1938. and his son succeeds to 
the title. The new Lord Derby has already 
had some success on the Turf in his own 
right. and presumably he will carry on 
the breeding and racing activities of his 
grandfather. He is heir not only to one 
of the most successful studs in the world, 
but to a tradition of complete sportsman- 
ship.

$2.665.000 Added 


For New York's 196-day racing season. 
opening April 1 and closing October 15. 
118 stakes races are scheduled. Added 
money amounts to $2.665.000. 

The distribution by tracks: Jamaica— 
$380.000. Belmont Park spring—-$450.000. 
Aqueduct spring——$340.000.  Saratoga-at- 
Jamaica — $50.000. Saratoga — $257.500. 
Aqueduct fall—$187.500. Belmont Park 
fall—$480.000. Empire City-at-Jamaica— 
$520.000. Three stakes are scheduled for 
the United Hunts meeting at Belmont 
Park. but the added money has not yet 
been determined. 

This will be the first year that stakes 
are run at the Saratoga-at-Jamaica meet- 
ing. Heretofore all Saratoga stakes have 
been raced at the upstate track. 

Three $100.000-added stakes are on the 
roster. They are the Belmont Stakes and 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup (upped from 
$25.000). both at Belmont Park. and the 
Empire Gold Cup. The Empire race. an 
international event introduced last year. 
will be held at Belmont Park. 

Sesides the three $100.000 races. there 
are two at $75,000 added. nine at $50.000. 
30 at $25.000. and others with varied dis- 
tribution from $5.000 upward.

Frank Gill: In 
~He Could Beat 


Mention was made in the article about 
Salvidere of John L. McGinnis. and before 
telling the story of Frank Gill. a few 
paragraphs about his owner may be ap- 
propriate. 

John L. MeGinnis, or Jack MeGinnis, 
as he was known in racing circles, like 
the heroes of the Alger tales was born of 
“poor but honest parents” in the section 
of Brooklyn known as “Irishtown.” His 
education was fragmentary. He began 
selling newspapers around the City Hall 
while he was still in short trousers, and 
his reading was limited to the Morning 
Telegraph and the Daily America. This 
was before Barney Schreiber backed 
Frank Brunnell and brought about the 
birth of the Daily Racing Form. 

McGinnis soon gravitated to the race 
track. There were three of them within 
a ten-cent trolley ride of City Hall in 
Brooklyn: Gravesend, Sheepshead Bay, 
and Brighton Beach. For that matter, 
Morris Park could be reached for 15

cents. via the trolley to New York. the 
Third Avenue L. and another trolley in 
Westchester. 

McGinnis began to attract the attention 
of the Democratic politicians of New York. 
Senator Pat McCarren and “Big Tim” 
Sullivan raced horses and were cheek-by- 
jowel with Phil Dwyer and others. Soon 
he was employed as betting commissioner 
for these politicians and their friends. 

MeGinnis was always what the Scotch 
call “careful”. He knew that ten dimes 
make a dollar. and he saved his money. 
Nor did he dissipate. He was shrewd 
enough to buy an occasional bottle of 
wine at the race track, where it would be 
widely noticed, but in his leisure moments 
around Acme Hall in Brooklyn he usu- 
ally contented himself with a short beer 
or two in the evening. His one extrava- 
gence was clothes, and he had the figure 
to set them off. He was a big. good-look- 
ing Irishman of fine color, had “gained

his weight” and today could easily have 
played character bits in Hollywood. 

As I recall it, his first horse was Tribes 
Hill. purchased from the Messrs. Sanford. 
J. P. (Cotton) Newmeyer was his first 
trainer; later he was succeeded by John 
I. Smith, still with us. Alfred (Cuba) Al- 
bright was Smith’s foreman. “Cuba” Al- 
bright has had a long and varied experi- 
ence. Later he went to England with 
A. J. Joyner, then he was with Tom 
Healey for a time, then with the Broak- 
meade Stable. and at present accounts 
he is with the Greentree Stable. “Cuba” 
Albright’s eyes still glisten when the name 
of Frank Gill is mentioned. 

Before acquiring Frank Gill. McGinnis 
had a number of useful horses such as 
Collector Jessup. Buttling. Dan Buhre. 
and Monet. Buttling was named after a 
one-time Sheriff of Kings County. and 
Dan Buhre after the owner of the distillery 
that marketed a whiskey of that name. 


WRONG HORSE. One of MeGinnis’ 
admirers in Brooklyn, a Swede named 
Oscar Ebbesen, opened a saloon, into 
which McGinnis occasionally came with 
his commissioners. Joe Scanlon and Al 
Aigro, and at times spent a dollar or two. 
It also was a rendezvous for Cad Doggett 
and other racing people. Ebbesen named 
his saloon the Monet Cafe. One night a 
stranger drifted in. He obviously was an

At the sale of Capt. W. Harry Brown’s 
horses-in-training at Brighton Beach, Mc- 
Ginnis wanted to buy Salvidere but was 
steered off the gelding by John E. Madden. 
But he did buy a 2-year-old chestnut colt 
by Collar —*Ravello 2nd, by Sir Hugo, 
and paid the high price of the sale. $5,000. 
The colt was turned over to John I. Smith 
to train. At two Frank Gill failed to set 
the Gowanus Canal afire. but at three he 
was a real good horse. 

McGinnis started Frank Gill no fewer 
than 19 times at two. He won four races. 
In the autumn he displayed marked im- 
provement. winning the Lynbrook and 
Remsen Handicaps. 

As a 3-year-old Frank Gill was greatly 
improved, and was a first-class horse in a 
vintage year. In 19 starts he won five 
races. They included the Equality Stakes. 
in which he whipped Roseben and Charles 
Edward, the Withers. the Coney Island 
Jockey Club Stakes. the Travers, and the 
Hindoo Stakes. He was placed in other 
stakes in the best company. 


OVER PETER PAN. His victories in 
the Withers and the Coney Island Jockey 
Club Stakes impressed me deeply. Having 
had an exalted opinion of Peter Pan at 
two. I confidently expected him to romp 
home in the Withers, despite the fact it 
was his first start of the year. So did the 
public and the bookmakers. The son of 
Commando—*Cinderella closed an even- 
money choice. All carried 126 pounds, 
Willie Dugan rode Peter Pan. Judge my 
horror when the judges hung up Frank 
Gill's number—in a soul-stirring finish he 
had beaten Peter Pan a head. Frank Gill 
had been out twice before the Withers. 
but in his first start he had been left at

the post. In his second, two days before 
the Withers, he had been soundly beaten 
into seventh place. The winner was Peter 
Pan’s stable-companion, the four-year-old 
filly Suffrage. 

There was. however, no blinking away 
the result of the Withers. Peter Pan ran 
well, but not well enough. It is said Me- 
Ginnis was a good winner on the race. 
His colt started at 15 to 1 and was ridden 
hy Joe Notter. McGinnis brought Notter 
out. and used to refer to him as “Oh you 
Kid.” McGinnis was not shrewd enough to 
realize. however, that Notter was the “best 
horse in the barn.” James R. Keene got him 
the following year and under the tutulege 
of James Rowe. Notter developed into a 
race rider of the highest class. one of the 
best of modern times. 

The result of the Withers was held in 
some quarters to be a fluke, an opinion 
that gained strength as the season progres- 
sed. McCarter beat Frank Gill in’ the 
Cosmopolitian Handicap, then Peter Pan 
had his revenge in the Belmont, winning 
this stakes easily. Superman was second. 
Frank Gill third. Next Frank Gill finished 
third in the Broadway Stakes, won by 
Montgomery. To pile Pelion on Ossa. 
Peter Pan won the Brooklyn Derby at 
114 miles with Frank Gill fourth. 

In the Suburban. won by C. E. (Boots) 
Durnell’s Nealon, Frank Gill ran badly. 
Prominent in the early stages. he stopped 
badly, finishing fourteenth in a field of 16. 


Four days later Frank Gill was started in 
the Equality Stakes at a mile. Bill Knapp 
was substituted for Notter. Starting at 
something like 25 to 1, Frank Gill amazed 
everyone by winning from Charles Edward. 
Roseben, and seven others. 


A HELL OF A HORSE. Five days later 
the Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes was 
run at 14 miles, with penalties and allow- 
ances. The Keene stable provided the top- 
weight and the favorites Peter Pan (129) 
and Philander (113). Electioneer was 
next in favor at 5 to 1, Montgomery was 


a point better. Frank Gill (126). coupled 
with Dan Buhre (116), was easy to back 
at 15 to 1. Knapp rode Frank Gill, Notter 
rode Dan Buhre. 

Salvidere was making his first start, 
The books were willing to listen to any 
reasonable proposition insofar as Salvidere 
was concerned. There were four others 
in the field. none of which had any bear- 
ing on the result. The track was sloppy, 
which later was advanced as an excuse for 
Peter Pan’s dull showing. He never looked 
like a winner, and finished a well-beaten 
fifth. 

It was his only bad race of the year, 
but that afternoon Frank Gill was what 
Masefield would term “A Hell of a Horse.” 
And take it from me. he got a “Hell of a 
Ride.” Knapp kept him within striking 
distance until the stretch and then asked 
his mount the question. Frank Gill re- 
sponded with a will. He showed in front 
at the eighth-pole, and widening out at 
the finish was four lengths in front of 
Montgomery, which in turn was a_ head 
in front of Salvidere. 

Later Frank Gill, under 129 pounds, 
won the 114-mile Travers and the 154- 
mile Hindoo Stakes by two lengths, start- 
ing at 10 to 1. Some were so unkind as 
to say McGinnis’ horses were well 
grounded in arithmetic and knew the 
difference between 8 to 5 and 10 to 1,

The last horse of any prominence with 
which Jack McGinnis was connected was 
Sam Jackson, winner of the Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicap and the Saratoga 
Cup of 1913. He was trained by McGinnis 
and ran in the name of his wife Vera, a 
daughter of Police Commissioner Bernard 
Yorke. How McGinnis got hold of Sam 


Jackson I am unable to state. He was a 
son of Garry Herrmann—*Ravello 2nd. 
by Sir Hugo. foaled in 1908, and as his 
bloodlines indicate was bred by Capt. W. 
Harry Brown. Captain Brown sold his 
bloodstock in the autumn of 1908. It was 
at this sale that Harry Whitney bought 
Broomstick for $7,250 on the cabled ad- 
vice of A. J. Joyner, then in England 
where he was training for Mr. Whitney. 
The advice was based on what Whisk- 
broom 2nd had shown as a yearling. John 
E. Cowden bought *Ravello 2nd, in foal 
to Broomstick, on behalf of Herman B.

BACK TO MENDICANT.  Frizette was 
out of the St. Simon mare Ondulee, tracing 
back five generations to the great mare 
Mendicant through the even more success- 
ful Shotover, Ondulee’s grandam, who was 


one of the few mares to win the Two Thou- 
sand and the Derby. 

After winning the Laureate, Rosedale, 
and Troy Stakes in the U.S.A., Frizette 
was exported to France in 1908, and there 
produced 14 foals, including Banshee (by 
Irish Lad, not in the Stud Book), winner 
of the French One Thousand, who in turn 
bred Durban, best 2-year-old of her year. 
and dam of Tourbillon. Durbar was also 
dam of Banstar, a top-class horse and sue- 
cessful sire. 

Besides Durban, Banshee bred Heidi- 
fann, the grandam of Priam. 

Frizette had another daughter, Frizeur. 
the dam of Black Curl, a top-class filly in 
the U.S.A., who in turn bred Black Wave, 
the dam of Jet Pilot, last year’s winner of 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Another of Frizette’s 14 foals was Friz- 
elle. whose daughter Orlanda was the dam 
of Cillas, winner of the French Derby and 
a notable sire. 


PRINCE PALATINE. But was 
through a mating with Prince Palatine 
that Frizette produced Princess Palatine, 
through whom we get Black Tarquin and 
many first-class winners in the U.S.A.

Those 
who do not favour his chance mostly say 
that he is too big and burly to do kim- 
self full justice on Epsom’s turns and 
gradients, but big horses have won at 
Epsom before now, and if they are good 
enough they will win again.

From Grant A. Dorland, owner of Rose- 
land Farm at Lexington, now vacationing 


in Florida. 


Your tabular presentation of Mr. Camp- 
bell’s Experimental Handicaps from 1935 
through 1947 is extremely interesting. 
There is obviously a great deal of food for 
thought in those neatly arranged rows of 
names. 

The one thing that struck me first was 
that Mr. Campbell’s handicap is a remark- 
ably accurate guide to excellent stallions. 
Among the leading 20 stallions for 1947, 
as listed on the preceding page, are Reap- 
ing Reward, War Admiral. Bull Lea, and 
Bimelech—all handicapped at 121 pounds 
or over by the astute Mr. Campbell. 

If you include Menow, just a few thou- 
sand dollars out of twentieth place, it is 
evident that the handicap put the finger on 
five out of seven of the leading young 
American-raced sires of 1947. Only Roman 
and He Did are missing. 

There is no mumbo jumbo about blood- 
lines here, no two crosses of this and three 
of that, no talk of nicks and the thousand 
and one other things that concern the 
breeding experts. Mr. Campbell pointed 
out five of the seven leading young sires 
of 1947 by handicapping them years ago 
and presumably basing his opinion only 
upon their form at two. 

Nor is this the end of the tale. Among 
his selections at 122 pounds or over are 
the prominent young stud prospects Whirl- 
away, Challedon, Eight Thirty, Requested, 
and Amphitheatre. Now suppose we add 
to these ten stallions already mentioned 
all of the other colts which Mr. Campbell 
handicapped and which have had enough 
foals to race to enable us to make some 
kind of estimate of their prowess as sires. 
Here is the balance of the complete list 
handicapped at 120 pounds or over, bar- 
ring maybe a few slips, since I do not 
have my stallion register handy:

Campbell’s Experimental is a very handy 
reference to have when you are thinking 
about booking a season to an untried horse. 

There is also food for thought in these 
Experimental Handicaps for the specula- 
tively inclined. Again without being able 
to check the records, it appears that Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Vosburgh have pointed 
out eight winners of the last 13 Kentucky 
Derbys as well as eight of the colts which 
finished second. Not bad at all, 16 out 
of the 26 horses which ran one-two. 

They are even better on the Preakness. 
at 119 pounds or over they listed ten of 
the last 13 Preakness winners. Only 
Dauber (114), Pensive (116), and As- 
sault (116) managed to break into the 
charmed circle. 

Additional free handicaps, as suggested 
by you, will not only serve to permanently 
fix the honors gained in later seasons, but 
should be of inestimable value to the 
breeding industry.

For the fifth week we continue, in alphabetical order, a review of 
Mereworth mares, bringing records up to date by the addition of 1947 
developments (and, now, 1948 records are breaking into this review). 


SECOND HELPING, by *Swift and Sure—Featherweight, by *Axenstein. 


This stakes-winning mare foaled in 1947 a black filly by Ariel. This foal, which will be sold as a 
yearling this year, will be the first produce of Second Helping to go to the yearling auctions. 


SUPERLEE, by Supremus—Hilee, by Mad Hatter. 


Superlee is dam of two foals and both are winners, including the 1947 2-year-old winner Mohair. 
Superlee is a winning half-sister to a stakes winner, while her dam is half-sister to two stakes 
winners and to Swinging (dam of Equipoise) and Balance (grandam of Seabiscuit). 


SWIFTPLY, by *Swift and Sure—Panoply, by Peter Pan. 


With six foals of racing age, Swiftply is dam of six winners, including the stakes winner Dispose. 
In 1947 she foaled a bay filly by Count Fleet which will be offered in the 1948 yearling sales. 


SWIVEL, by *Swift and Sure—Toddle, by Cell. 


Swivel, a stakes winner of $74,955, is half-sister to the stakes winner Dr. Freeland and Mad 
Pursuit. She is dam of the stakes winner Swiv. She has a 1948 2-year-old by Whirlaway, but 
has no 1948 yearling. 


TEA PAN, by Peter Pan—Teapot, by Broomstick. 


Tea Pan is dam of five winners, including her 1947 2-year-old Babomac which not only won itself 
out at 2, but returned a profit of 90 per cent so far as its purchase price was concerned. Tea Pan 
has a yearling bay filly, by Ariel, which will be sold this year. 


THREE CHEERS, by Crusader—*Lady Comfey, by Roi Herode. 
This mare, a three-fourths sister to American Flag, is dam of several winners. Her 1948 yearling 
is a bay colt, by Ariel, and is a full brother to the good winner Iron City. 


UNIQUE, by Peter Pan—Distinction, by The Manager. 


This stakes winner, out of a stakes winner, is a 100 per cent producer with nine winners. These 
winners include her 1948 2-year-old, Unequal. Unique’s 1948 yearling is a black filly by Reap- 
ing Reward. 


WAR SWEPT, by Man o’ War—Brush Along, by Sweep. 


This mare is a sister to Hollystone. She is dam of Ariel Ace which won nine races and placed 
in stakes in 1947 to push his earnings to $32,970. Her 1948 yearling is a bay colt by Roman. 


While the name QUICK REWARD ean not be given to another horse soon 
e (it is the name of a Mereworth-bred horse which won $144,900), the name is 
u a * appropriate for many Mereworth colts and fillies. For instance, the 2-year- 
old bay filly, Arose (bred by Mereworth and sold at Keeneland last summer), 
nearly won herself out in Florida in January. She continued to win in Feb- 
Rewa rc rury with the result that already she has won back her purchase price AND 
a profit of 70 per cent. Arose is by Ariel and out of Roseomar, by “Omar 
Khayyam.
